WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)- 
Bernard M. Baruch and his asso- 
ciates representing the United 
States on the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission sub- 
mitted their resignations to Pres- 
ident Truman in a letter delivered 
to the White House today. 

Baruch’s letter stated that the 
American representatives felt 
their task was completed and that 
Warren Austin, United States Se- 
curity Council representative, 
could “handle this business as it 
develops from now on.” 

Baruch, as he resigned, advised 
the United States to centinue mak- 
ing atom bombs and to keep its 
atomic secrets until a treaty for 
international control] of atomic en- 
ergy is completed,

The resignations included those 
of John M. Hancock, Baruch’'s 
chief assistant: Ferdinand Eber- 
stadt, Herbert Bayard Swope, 
Fred Searls Jr., Dr. Richard C.

If 
this authority should be found to 
be inadequate, it should be broad- 
ened to meet any needs, until a 
treaty is ratified by our Senate.

A minimum annual salary of 
at least $2400 a year for teach- 
ers. 

Exodus of Teachers. 

In calling the present situation 
one of crisis, tha report sketched 
it broadly in these terms: On the 
one hand, the world is “in a period 
of world-shaking revolutions in 
science and politics.” On the 
other, schools are confronted with 
an exodus of teachers and lagging 
in preparation of children to meet 
the kind of world they will live in. 

Givens’s report, a 16-page printed 
booklet, warned: 

“America can easily lose its lead- 
ership in scientific achievement 
unless it seeks and trains those 
who can maintain it... « 

“The dignity and worth of the 
individual human being which is 
the basic tenet of the American 
way cannot be saved except 
through the intelligent home de- 
fense of a vigorously American 
citizenship for which the basis is 
laid in the American schools. 

1“That defense must be built now, 
There is no time to quibble over 
the reasonable cost of education.” 


6-Billion-Dollar Expenditure, 

“The -report. proposed that at 
least BS per cent of the national 
income be spent: on education. This 
would be about 6 billion dollars a 
year on the basis of 120-billion- 
dollar national income—a figure 
often used in estimates of postwar 
ineome. 

By contrast, Givens said that in 
the 1942-43 school year, actual ex- 
penditures for public elementary 
— high schovls were $2,310,000,- 


Five per cent of the national in- 
come would be no greater percent- 
age than that made available to 
schools in the depression year of 
1932, he continued, and would

A max- 
imum reading near 25 degrees is 
expected this afternoon, with the 
mercury expected to climb above 
the freezing mark tomorrow for 
the first time in a week. 

The forecast for Missouri called 
for continued cold in the south- 
east but moderation in the west 
and north, Low temperatures were 
due to range from zero in the 
northwest to 10 below in the east- 
central section. 

If the mercury goes no lower 
than zero, it will be comparatively 
warm for Tarkio, which experi- 
enced 28-below-zero cold yesterday. 
The Weather Bureau at first listed 
Tarkio as the coldest spot in the 
country, but the Atchison county 
town was deprived of this dubious; 
distinction whe: Manhattan, Kan., 
thawed out enough to announce a 
reading of 31 below, and Decorah, 
Ia., came through with a report of 


29 below. 


A little cloudiness and snow 
flurries prevented a drop to. zero 
n St. Louis. The low reading 
was 5 degrees in the city and 1 
degree at the airport. Yesterday 
was the coldest day of the current 
winter and brought the lowest 
temperature since Jan. 9, 1945, 

The Express Highway was re- 
opened yesterday morning. The 
State Highway Patrol reported 
most main routes were open, but 
patches of ice and snow made 
extreme caution necessary in driv- 
‘ing. Route 51 between Lutesville 
and Patton was termed “virtually 
impassable.” 


After icy roads had curtailed 
hog shipments to National Stock- 
yards, light receipts’ brought an 
advance of as much as $2.50 per 
hundredweight in Friday’s prices. 
Seeking to cash in, producers 
braved the weather and rushed 
their hogs to market. Yester- 
day’s receipts totaled 3600 head, 
compared to the normal Saturday 
total of 200 to 300. In the face 
of the heavy receipts, prices 
dropped from $1 to $2. 


Airline operations were back to 
normal yesterday, but some trains 
and busses were running late. 

The Chicago-bound Burlington 
Zephyr froze up in 28-below-zero 
cold at Ottumwa, Ia., and had to 
be sidetracked for a “thawing 
out.” Four hundred passengers 
transferred to other trains, 


Russia asked the United States to- 
day to hand over to Soviet au-

The Soviet embassy announced 
in a special statement that it had 
informed the State Department 
that the forme: employe was ac- 
cused of having “embezzled a con- 
siderable amount of money, prop- 
erty of the state,” in connection 
with hig work in Mexico.

papers of the U. S. A. in which 
he tried to base his actions on 
political motives.” 

In New. York, Martin Rich- 
mond, the attorney who last Tues- 
day made public Alekseev’'s state- 
ment, said tonight -the Russian 
“emphatically denies any charges 
of financial or other irregularities 
and states that they are fantastic 
concoctiong of the Soviet offi- 
cials.”

AUSTIN SAYS NATIONS NOW 
BELIEVE U.N. WILL WORK 


Credits Russia With Meeting U.S. 
Half Way in Recent

NEW YORK, Jan. 4 (UP) 
Warren R. Austin, ready to begin 
his job as chief American dele-

IMMEDIATE GUI 
SOUGHT IN SOME 
EXCISE TAXES 


Congressmen Fear Fur, 
J ewelry, Luggage Firms 
Will Be Hurt by Six- 
Month Wait. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP)— 
A drive'to put into effect imme- 
diately most of the excise tax cuts 
scheduled for July 1 was launched 
today at the Capitol. 

Congressmen expressed the view 
that, otherwise, the fur, jewelry 
and luggage businesses will be 
hard hit as people hold off buying 
until July 1 in expectation of 


lower prices. 

Representative O’Toole (Dem.), 
New York, drafted a bill for in- 
troduction Monday to reduce 
these excises forthwith to the 
levels where they will fall auto- 
‘matically July 1. He commented 
that the six-month lag in the tax 
roll-back Is “wrecking some busi- 
nesses.” 

Representative Gearhart (Rep.), 
California, of the tax-framing 
Ways and Means Committee told 
reporters he would take up the 
matter of an immediate excise 
cut-back at the first committee 
meeting next week. 

“We owe it to the country to do 
something about this situation im- 
mediately,’ he said. 

Representative Woodruff 
(Rep.), Michigan, another com- 
mittee member favoring a quick 
tax cut, commented that “some- 
thing’s got to be done imme- 
diately.” 

Automatic Cut July 1. 

The cut-back in the excise war 
rates occurs automatically July 
1, under the 1943 Revenue Act, be- 
cause of President Truman’s proc- 
lamation ending hostilities Dec. 
31. This includes a slash in the 
liquor tax from $9 to $6 a proof 
gallon. The roll-back on all ex- 
cise taxes will mean a $1,500,000,- 
000 annual saving to consumers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—Broad 
recommendations for the improve- 
ment of naval justice were made 
today in. a report to the Navy 


Department based on interviews 
with 500 men convicted by courts- 
martial. 

The report is the work of the 
Very Rev. Robert J. White, dean 
of the Law School of Catholic 
University here, During the war 
Father White held the rank of 
commodore in the Chaplain Corps 
and received the Bronze Star for 
administrative skill and bravery 
under fire. 

His conclusions, with those 
reached in other studies In the 
last three years, will form the 
basis for proposed legislation the 
Navy will sponsor in the new 
Congress. The Army’s legislative 
program for improving court- 
martial procedure will be based 
largely on the recent recommenda- 
tions of an American Bar Asso- 
ciation committee. 

In addition to a number of 
changes of a technical nature, 
Father White suggested that cer- 
tain “personal guarantees,” now 
recognized explicitly or by impli- 
cation, be incorporated in the 
basic law, the Articles for the 
Government of the Navy. These 
are: 

“1. No person subject to these 
articles shall be compelled to 
testify against himself, or be 
placed twice in jeopardy for the 
same offense, or be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without 
due process of military law, or 
be subjected to any cruel or 
unusual punishment.

Swiftly then, after the two-day 
delay caused by the battle, the 
new and re-elected Senators were 
sworn in and a Republican ma- 
jority took control of the Senate 
for the first time in 14 years, 
Only one Senator, Baldwin (Rep.), 
Connecticut, had taken the oath 
when Bilbo presented himself in 
alphabetical order Friday and the 
ouster fight started, 

The Senate elected Senator Vane 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, as pre- 
siding officer, Carl Loeffler as 
secretary and Edward McGinnis 
of Chicago sergeant-at-armsa, 

President’s Message. 

It notified President Truman 
that it is ready for business and 
received his best wishes, Then it 


adjourned until Monday when, in 
joint session with the House, it 
will hear the President’s message 
on the State of the Union.- Tru- 
man will deliver the message in 
'person at 1 p.m, (noon St. Louis 
time). 


With Bilbo sitting in the cloak- 
room, Democratic Leader Barkley 
of Kentucky outlined the agree- 
ment to the crowded chamber 
and packed galleries. It enables 
Bilbo to draw his pay, but not to 
take the oath for his third term, 


Senator Hoey of North Caro 
lina, one of a group of South- 
erners who had been demanding 
that Bilbo be given the oath of 
office and tried later, said it 
is his understanding Bilbo will be 
given an opportunity to speak in 
his own behalf in the Senate, 
even if he is not seated on his 


return. 

By unanimous consent, the 
agreement was immediately ap- 
proved by the Senators. 

It was the first victory of the 
Eightieth Congress for the Re- 
publicans. They had insisted that 
Bilbo not be seated while the 
Senate considers charges that he 
misused his office for personal 
gain in dealings with war con- 
tractors and violated Federal 
statutes by preventing Negroes 
from voting. By today’s action 
they gained their point at least 
temporarily. 

Bilbo, described by Dr. George 
W. Calver, the capitol physician, 
as suffering from a cancerous ail- 
ment, told a reporter immediately 
after the Senate acted that he is 
not giving up his fight for a seat. 


“If I live, I'll Be Back.” 


“If I live, I'll be back here with 
my fighting clothes on,” he de 
clared. 

“T shall go immediately to the 
Touro infirmary at New Orleans 
and place myself again under the 
care of Dr. Alton Oschner, one of 
the greatest surgeons in the coun- 
try. 

“I’m trying to save my life. The 
doctors say an emergency opera- 
tion is necessary.” 

Bilbo said he had been assured 
that his pay and that of his office 
staff, headed by John J, Lumpkin, 
will go on just as if he were offi- 
cially a member of the new Senate. 

The break in the Bilbo case 
came after Senate Republicans, 
headed by Senator Taft of Ohio, 
had voted to keep the body in 
session continuously until they 
could force a showdown vote. 

Throughout the afternoon, cloak- 
room conferences were held seek- 
ing a compromise, These finally 
came to a head when Barkley 
interrupted Senator Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, who had held 
the floor most of the day in Bil- 
bo’s defense, with the request to 
make a statement.

When the crowded Senate and 
jammed galleries fell silent, Bark- 
ley told his colleagues solemnly 
that Bilbo faces the possible re- 
moval of a large portion of his 
jaw, two glands in his throat and 
a malignant growth in his cheek.

1,000,000 NEW 
DWELLING UNITS 
STARTED IN 1946 
665 000 FINISHED 


Expediter Says That 
Nearly All » Construc- 
tion Materials Are Be- 
ing Produced at Rec- 
ord Levels. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP) — 
About 1,000,000 new dwelling units 
were started in 1946, Housing Ex- 


pediter Frank R. Creedon an- 
nounced tonight—200,000 short of 
Wilson Wyatt's goal. 

Creedon estimated that 665,000 
Gwellings were completed in the 
year. His predecessor, Wyatt, had 
set no specific goal for comple- 
tions. 

Creedon reported sizeable in- 
creases in the output of building 
materials, ranging from 50 to 100 
per cent above the level of a year 
ago, give an “encouraging” out- 
look for 1947. 

“More privately financed new 
permanent homes and apartments 
were begun during the first 11 
months of 1946 than in any full 
year since 1928,” Creedon said. 

Complete figures covered only 
the 11 months ended Nov. 30. They 
showed 946,890 dwellings begun 
and 584,300 completed before 
Wyatt's departure. He resigned a 
month ago in a break with Presi- 
dent Truman over the Administra- 
tion's decision to drop priority 
controls and price limits on new 
houses. — cia, 

Includes Trailers, Remodeling, 

Of the 665,000 finished for the 
full year of 1946, the report esti- 
mated that 450,000 were “new, 
permanent houses and apart- 
- Yments,” the rest temporary units, 
trailers or remodeling jobs. ° 

The report set no new target 
_ for 1947 to replace Wyatt's goal 
of 1,500,000: starts. It noted with- 
out comment that the “most sig- 
, nifican, development” was the up- 
heaval of Dec. 14 which relaxed 
- building controls and opened new 
home construction to non-veter- 
ans, after Wyatt's departure. 

In his first public utterance 
since his resignation, Wyatt last 
night denounced what he called 
the Administration’s return to a 
“trickle” theory of housing, which 
he said he supposed had “gone 
~ Out with Herbert Hoover.” The 
new policy, he observed, “amounts 
to a confession of inability to 
Meet the housing problem.” 

Creedon’s report said that “re- 
. laxation of federal controls comes 
- at a time when virtually all criti- 
cal building materials are being 
produced at record levels.” 

Lumber and brick no longer are 
scarcity items, the report said, 
but severe shortages still exist in 
hardwood flooring, millwork and 
some other materials. Construc- 
tion cannot go ahead rapidly, it 
was stated, until the output of all 
materials is balanced. 

Lag in Prefabricated Type. 

The il-month record showed 
630,300 new permanent dwellings 
begun, 55,200 homes remodeled for 
additional accommodations, 41,900 
trallers produced, 193,000 tempor- 
ary re-used war housing units 
erected, and 26,000 other tem- 
porary shelters provided. 

The completions totaled 584,300 
of which new permanent homes 
and apartments number 395,800. 

“New permanent units completed 
during November totaled 655,100, 
the largest number of new per- 
manent homes completed in any 
month of 1946," Creedon reported. 

Shipments of factory - built 
houses continued to lag far be- 
hind schedule totaling only 3700 
in November. The 14-month total 
of prefabricated homes was below 
35,000 as compared with an origi- 
na! of 250,000 for the full year. 

An acute shortage of construc- 
tion labor is anticipated in many 
areas this spring, the report went 
on, but some relief may result 
from the improved flow of ma- 
terials which will shorten building 
time and make for more efficient 
use of building craftsmen,

Might Set Pattern for Warless Age 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP). 

HE text of Bernard M. Ba- 
T rucn's letter of resignation as

Dear Mr. President: 

I have the honor to inform you 
that the first phase of the work of 
the United Nations Atomic Energy 
Commission has been completed. 
The basic principles have been 
clearly stated in the commission’s 
report which has been submitted 
to the Security Council and ex- 
posed tq the study of the world, 


Accepting the principles, |sub- 
stantially those first enunciated by 
the United States delegation on 
June 14 last, the commission, after 
more than a hundred conferences, 


10 to 0 (Russia and Poland ab- 
staining) to approve the formulae 
submitted by the United States as 
in keeping with the desires of the 


creating act of the General As- 
sembly on Jan. 24, 1946, in London. 


The task of general disarma- 
ment, with special accent not only 
on the war use of atomic energy 
but on its peaceful uses, too, pre- 
viously had been set by you in 
consultation in Washington with 
the prime minister of the United 
Kingdom and the prime minister 
of Canada in November, 1945; and 
outlined and fortified by the con- 
ference of foreign ministers in 
Moscow in December, 1945, the 
personnel being Mr. Secretary 
Byrnes of the United States; Mr. 
Molotov of the Soviet Republics; 
and Mr. Bevin of the United 
Kingdom, 

: A New Situation. 

The active undertaking of the 
problem of general disarmament 
by the Security Council, expressed 
in the resolution of the United 
Nations General Assembly on Dec. 
14, 1946, has created a new situ- 
ation in which our hand would be 
strengthened by an identic repre- 
sentation on the Security Council 
and the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. Thig country is one of the 
few whose Atomic Energy Com- 
mission representative is not the 
same as the representative on the 
Security Council. 


Former Senator Warren Austin, 
our member in that body, is thor- 
oughly equipped to handle this 
business as it develops from now 
on, In fact, he would be handi- 
capped by divided authority. And 
were he to take over the atomic 
subject, he would have the impor- 
tant aid of the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission (deal- 
ing with domestic phases of this 
matter), to the head of which you 
recently appointed the Honorable 
David Lilienthal. He would also 
have the assisthnce of the staff 
we have built up; of the State 
Department which has been kept 
informed of our proceedings; and

Permit me to make certain 
points: _ : 7 

In working out the basic prin- 
ciples to govern the control of 
atomic energy, I make bold to sug- 
gest that I and my associates have 
carried out the primary orders 
given by you and the)Secretary of 
State at the time of my appoint- 
ment last April. 

I accompany this letter by the 
full report of the work of the 
commission. From its text you 
will understand why I see encour 
agement as to the eventual] out- 
come, for with four of the great 
powers, permanent members of 
the Security Council and six other 
nations in agreement, the diffi- 
culty of gaining unanimity has 
lessened, While unanimous ‘action 
is important, it must not be 
gained at the expense of principle. 
To do that would be to lull the 
world into a false sense of se- 
curity. 

As you and the Secretary of 
State are aware, in all of our in- 
sistences that “there shall be no 
legal right, by veto or otherwise, 
whereby a willful violator of the 
terms of the treaty or convention 
shall be protected from the con- 
sequences of violation of its terms” 
(the language of the report), we 
did not attack the general right to 
veto in the Security Council, We 
opposed the’ secondary veto upon 
enforcement or punishment, called 
for by a treaty, if the treaty were 
approved by the Security Council 
and ratified “by the several na- 
tions necessary to assure its suc- 
cess.” 

On Vote in Commission. 

Let me say a word as to the 
final vote: : 

France, the United Kingdom 
and China together with the 
United States are the four great 
powers approving the principles 
that were acted upon by the com- 
mission. The six other nations 
were Australia, Mexico, Brazil, 
Egypt, The Netherlands and Can- 
ada. Those countries, excepting 
Canada, plus the two abstainers 


(Russia and Poland) compose, as’ 


you know, the Security Council. 
(Since the first of the year, Mex- 
ico, the Netherlands and Egypt 
have been succeeded in the Coun- 
cil and the Commission ‘by Bel- 
gium, Colombia and Syria.) 

As to the primary principles we 
have sought to enact, they are 
familiar to you, since they are 
definitely part of your instruc- 
tions to us.

The international control agency 
will require broad powers com- 
mensurate with its great respon- 
sibilities, so that it may possess 
the requisite flexibility ‘to adapt 
safeguards to a rapidly develop- 
ing technology. The safeguards 
that have beeen discussed are 
meant only to be indicative of the 
types of safeguards that must be 
erected, which should be strength- 
ened and never weakened. 

No Partial Plan Effective. 

There is one more theme that 
I must emphasize, namely that 
the commission’s recommendations 
constitute an integrated and indi- 
visible whole, each part of which 
is related to, and dependent upon 
the others. This fact is stressed 
in the commission’s recommenda- 
tions. It must never be lost sight 
of. No partial plan for the con- 
trol of atomic energy can be ef- 
fective, or should be accepted by 
this country.

We believe that this begin- 
ning, translated into action,

I know how near to your heart 
that objective is. I know the peo- 
ples of the world are yearning for 
the chance to live and work with 
dignity and without fear, in peace 
and security, 

To that end T shall hold myself 
ready to answer any call you may

Let me add these final thoughts: 

I see no reason why this 
country should not continue the 
making of bombs, at least un- 
til the ratification of the treaty. 

I have drawn your attention 
before to the necessity of pre- 
serving the atomic secrets. 
‘Particularly is this wise as to 
designs, know-how, engineering 
and equipment. The MacMahon 
law carries authority for this.

Group Asks for Ending of 
‘Special Privileges’ of 
Strikers, and for Cut in 
Business Levies. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 4 (AP)—The 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers is memorializing members 
of Congress to act on a program 
designed to eliminate “epidemics 
of strikes, jabor monopolies, bur- 
densome taxes and needless con- 


trols,” 


‘ Robert W. Wason, chairman of 
the board of N.A.M. said today 
the program visualizes Congres- 
sional action to: 

Withhold “special privileges 
now granted to strikers;” 

Prohibit government interven- 
tion in strikes beyond the point 
of providing conciliators; 

Forbid compulsory union mem- 
bership; : 

Outlaw “monopolistic 
conspiracies ;” 

Balance the federal budget 
and start debt retirement; 

Cut federal expenditures dras- 
tically; 

Reduce personal income taxes 
20 per cent for 1947; 

Lower and revise 
taxes: for 1948; 

Rescind remaining three dec- 
-larations having to do with 
United States participation in 
World War II; 

Terminate remaining wartime 
controls and emergency ppwers 
“as rapidly and completely as 
possible.,” ‘ 
Discussing wage “conspiracies,” 
the N.A,M, memorial said: 

“It must be made just as illegal 
for the employes in two or more 
companies to conspire through a 
union or uniohs, to fix the price 
of their labor, as it now is for 
two or more employers to con- 
spire to fix the price of their 
product.” 

The N.A.M, said nearly 450 war- 
time statutes still are in force, 
despite action by President Tru- 
man this week, and added: 

“More important is the fact 
that statutory authority for re- 
imposing the abandoned controls 
still is in existence. These ‘sleep- 
er’ controls should be routed out 
of our economy, subject only to 
definite evidence that they are 
essential to sound foreign policy 
or to the operation of our military 
establishment.”

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Leon Henderson, economist; Rein- 
hold Niebuhr, theologian; Walter 
Reuther, président of the United 
Auto Weorkers-ClO, and Bishop 
William Scarlett of St. Louis, are 
among the ‘more than 150 spon- 
sors of the organization. 

It is intended to supersede the 
six-year-old Union for Democratic 
Action, the sponsoring group for 
today’s meeting. 

Announcement of the A.D.A. was 
accompanied by a statement that 
the conference “rejected any alli- 
ance with totalitarian forces of 
the left or right” and “affirmed 
support, both political and \eco- 
nomic, for democratic movements 
based on the four freedoms 
throughout the world.” 

The meeting also agreed “on 
the urgent need for reconstruc- 
tion of the United States liberal 
movement free of totalitarian in- 
fluence.” . 

Barry Bingham, president and 
editor of the Louisville Courter 
Journal, who announced the new 
organization, said the conference 
did not consider any proposal for 
a third party.

Bilbo’s Mouth Disease Diagnosed 
as Cancer, Says Doctor. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (UP)— 
Following is the text of a report 
by Dr. G. W. Carver, official Sen- 
ate physician, on Senator Bilbo’s 
condition. It was read to the 
Senate today. 

“After the completion of his 
primary campaign, Senator Bilbo 
reported to my office with a badly 
ulcerated mouth. He was sent 
to the medical center for study 
and his condition was diagnosed 
as cancer, He was referred to 
Dr. Alton Oschner of New Or- 
leans for consultation and indi- 
cated treatment. Dr. Oschner re- 
moved a mass of tissue from the 
Senator's mouth with the hope 
that all the cancerous growth had 
been destroyed. 

“During his convalescence, the 
Senator developed an infection in 
the jaw bone at the site of the 
operation. One small sliver of 
dead bone was removed. There is 
another large one still in the 
wound with an apparent extension 


of the infection. This dead bone 
should be removed immediately 
and other enlarged glands be in- 
vestigated for an extension of the 
cancerous owth without delay. 

“T sonsulted with Dr. Oschner 
by telephone this morning and he 
concurs in this recommendation 
and advises me that the. con- 
valescence from the operation will 
take approximately two months.”

dollar reduction in the tax load, 
in 1947. : 

He cited tax reductions made by 
Republican Congresses in the 
1920s, arguing that lower rates 
had encouraged business and 
thereby actually increased reve- 
nue collections, 

Tax receipts from individual in- 
comes, although rates were re 
duced four times, increased from 
$719,000,000 in 1921 to $1,164,000,000 
in 1928, he said. Collections from 
individuals now are running about 
17 billion dollars annually. 

The federal debt was reduced 
from $24,299,000,000 in 1920 to 
$16,185,000,000 in 1930. 

Knutson recalled that the in- 
dividual normal rate was reduced 
from 8 per cent in 1921 to 4 per 
cent in 1929, and the maximum 
surtax from 65 per cent in 1921 to 
20 per cent in 1929. 

“Despite these reductions,” he 
sald, “tax revenues continued to 
rise so that there was ample sur- 
plus to provide for sizable reduc- 
tions in the national debt.”

G.], BILL BENEFITS DEADLINE 


President Truman’s proclama- 

tion ending hostilities will not 
affect the deadline for applying 
for veterans’ benefits under the 
G. I. Bill of Rights, the Veterans 
Administration pointed “out here 
yesterday. 
Veterans have four years “after 
the end of the war” to begin edu- 
cational benefits and may con- 
tinue them until nine years after 
that time, Legal experts of the 
Veterans Administration assert 
that the G.I. bill stipulates “end 
of the war”, not “end of hostili- 
ties.”

Recent acquisition by Sam Kop- 
lar, manager of Chase Hotel, and 
his immediate family, of about 
9000 shares of stock in the hotel 
company, at a cost of somewhat 
more than $630,000, giving the 
Koplars ownership of 93.4 per cent 
of the stock, was disclosed yester- 
day. 

Koplar had been given 10 per 
cent of the 21,407 shares of stock 
in Chase Hotel, Inc., for service 
achievements under a managerial 
contract, following financial reor- 
ganization of the hotel, at Kings- 
highway and Lindell boulevard, in 
1939. 

Thereafter he began buying up 
stock, purchasing about 9000 
shares until he had majority con- 
tro] about a year ago. He declined 
to tell what the earlier purchases 
had cost, except they were cheap- 
er than the recent purchase, Some 
of the stock he acquired,, he told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, was ob- 
tained as cheaply as $13 a share 
four years agc. 


. About 20,000 Shares. 

As a result of the acquisition of 
the stock, completed Dec. 30, Kop- 
lar and his son, Harold, and 
others in the family now have 
about 20,000 shares of the com- 
pany stock, Koplar said. Koplar 
had been called in as manager for 
the receiver, in behalf of bond- 
holders in the hotel, in 1936, and 
remained through the reorganiza- 
tion. The receiver was the late 
Henry W. Kiel, former Mayor. 

The offer for all the outstanding 
minority shares was $70 a share 
net, with Koplar assuming final 
fees of the voting trustees and 
their attorneys. All but about 1400 
shares of the minority stock were 
sold to him under this offer, pur- 
chase being made from about 1400 
scattered holders, most of whom 
had only a few shares, although 
one held 1000 shares. 

The voting trustees are about 
to be eliminated. They are Wal- 
ter W. Smith, president of First 
National Bank; James L. Ford Jr., 
a vice president of that bank and 
president of Chase Hotel, Inc., and 
M. A. Rosenthal of Chicago, who 
reprtsented interests which han- 
died financing of the Chase in the 
boom period of the ’20s. 


No Mortgage Now. 

There is no mortgage agaihst 
the property now, Koplar related. 
He announced the intention ef 
spending $300,000 to $400,000 in the 
next several years for general air- 
conditioning of the structure, an 
underground parking garage be- 
Neath the lawn on the Kingshigh- 
‘way front of the hotel, and other 
improvements. 

At the time of the 1939 reor- 
ganization, Koplar pointed out, 
there was $1,850,000 in mortgage 
bonds against the property. Hold- 
ers of about $100,000, face value, 
of these took cash at $6.80 per 
$100 for their bonds, while the 
remainder accepted stock in the 
new corporation, at $100 par value, 
on a dollar for dollar basis. 
Former bondholders who took 
stock and sold it in the recent 
deal thus realized $70 on the 
$100. 

Purchase of the Chase _ stock 
was closed two years after Kop- 
lar and his family acquired own- 
ership of the adjoining Park Plaza 
Hotel, Kingshighway and Maryland 
avenue. The same group also owns 
the Embassy Apartments, Union 
and Washington boulevards, and 
Koplar controls the Forest Park 


Hotel, West Pine boulevard and 


Euclid avenue.

to examine fully the city’s grave 
financial situation. Mayor Kauf- 
mann said its attention also would 
be directed to the possibility of 
overhauling municipal machinery 
to effect operating economies as 
well as to finding means to bolster 
the city’s revenue. 

The Mayor suggested that the 
commission would subdivide itself 
into smaller committees to study 
particular phases of the fiscal 
problem. He said he felt the 
commission would be in position 
to get under way later this month. 

No Officials on Body. 

City officials will not hold mem- 
bership or vote in the commis- 
sion, the Mayor said, but would 
serve in advisory capacities. Mem- 
bers of the staff of the Govern- 
mental Research Institute will be 
asked to serve in a similar ca- 
pacity. 

The Mayor expressed the wish 
that the commission make “a 
sweeping investigation of the 
whole financial problem which 
besets St. Louis.” He said that 
meant a study of expenditures as 
well as revenues and a thorough 
study of the existing municipal 
tax structure. 

Although the commission will be 
advisory in nature, the Mayor said 
he pledged now that its final re- 
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“eigeo and recommendations “will 
e respected and made a guide to 
the future action of those of us 
charged with the conduct of 
municipal affairs.”

He said he had disregarded the 
city limits in making the appoint- 
ments.

The answers, taken at face 
value, showed that 410 men, or 82 
per cent, thought they had been 
treated fairly, while 90; or 18 per 
cent, thought they had cause for 
complaint against naval justice. 
Fifteen of the complaints were 
patently invalid but were listed 
nevertheless. 

i plaints About Counsel. 

The 90 prisoners stated 114 
reasons for complaint, and of 
these 42 were directed at naval 
counsel, Thig heavy proportion, 
Father White commented, * held 
true generally in the places where 
prisoners were questioned and led 
to the conclusion that there were 
grounds for complaint concerning 
the qualifications and trial judg- 
ment of defense counsel]. 

Of the 42 complaints concerning 
counsel, 14 alleged wrong advice, 
18 charged incompetence, seven al- 
leged the Navy refused to provide 
counsel of the prisoners’ choice, 
one that no counsel was provided, 
one that civilian counsel was not 
permitted to serve, and one that 
permission to retain an attorney 
was denied. 

“The priority claims upon men 
and skills for other duties pre- 
cluded the possibility of an ade- 
quate supply of defenders with 
legal education and trial experi- 
ence, Father White said. “Under 
such conditions, it was inevitable 
that many defenders were not 
trained in the law or in the judi- 
cial process and that many more 
had a hearty dislike for this par- 
ticular task, 

“Moreover, the tools to work 
with, particularly the Manual of 


Courts and Boards, were confus- 


ing, unduly complicated and _ in 
many respects hardly intelligible 
to the non-legal-trained defender. 
It is not difficult to understand 
how in such circumstances some 
young officers hurried men into 
pleas of “guilty” with unwar- 
ranted assurance of nominal pun- 
ishments, or tried the cases under 
distinct handicaps. * 
Proposed ns. 

Besides the inclusion of the 
“personal guarantees,” Father 
White suggested the following re- 
visions in the. Articles for the 
Government of the Navy, which 
were originally enacted in 1798: 
‘1. A simplified and more or- 
derly arrangement. 

2. The elimination of ana- 
chronistic material. 

3. The clarification of several 
basic elements of naval justice, 


| such as jurisdicition, the nature 


and limits of punishment in war 
as well as in peace, the need for 
equality in punishment, and the 
importance of careful scrutiny of 
identification testimony. 

4. Enlargement of the jurisdic- 
tion of summary courts-martial 
to handle cases too serious for 
deck courts and not serious 
encuigh for general courts- 
martial. 

5. Separation of the function 
judge advocate and prosecutor 
in summary and general courts- 
martial to do away with the 


| anomaly of having one person 


perform the dual function of 
legal adviser to the court and 
prosecutor. 

6. Authority for the judge advo- 
cate to advise on questions of 
law, such advice to be binding 
except under certain circum- 
stances. 

For Smaller Courts, 

7. Reduction of the number of 
officers required for a general 
courts-martial to “not more than 
seven nor less than five.” The 
regulation now reads: “Not more 
than 13 nor less than five—as 
many officers not exceeding 13 
as can be convened without in- 
jury to the naval service.” 

8. Authority for the trial court 
to recommend suspension of sen- 
tence and probation, 

9. The inclusion of a civilian 
as a member of the Board of 
Review. 

10. Changes to permit any per- 
son with a legitimate interest in 
the subject to be present or to 
be represented by counsel before 
a Board of Investigation or 
Court of Inquiry. 

There were also 12 recommenda- 
tions for revising the Manual of 
Courts and Boards, the official 
guide and text book, “which in the 
opinion of all qualified critics is 
in need of drastic revision.” These 
included incorporation of the ba- 
sic changes recommended in the 
articles, and rewriting the mate- 
rial to point out constitutional 
safeguards concerning confessions 
and admissions and to define 
clearly the rights of a person ac- 
cused: under investigation. 

More Legal Study. 
-In addition to these revisions, 
Father White said, further edu-

U.S. Accuses Dairymen’s 
Group, Officers of 
Manipulations on Ex- 

change for 5 Days.

NEW YORK, Jan, 4 (AP)—The 
Government charged today in a 
criminal information that the 
Dairymen's League Co-operative 
Association, Inc.; its president, 
Henry H. Rathbun, and three 
members of the executive’ com- 
miittee manipulated the price of 
batter on the New York Mercan- 
tile Exchange for five days last 
month, 

The information specifically 
charged violation of a section of 
the United States code, known as 
the Commodity Exchange Act. It 
provides that any person who 
manipulates or attempts to manip- 
ulate the price of any commodity 
in interstate commerce is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

The charges stemmed from the 
drop of 10 cents a pound in the 
wholesale butter price on Dec. 26 
after organized support by dairy 
interests was withdrawn. 

After the price break, the 
League said it supported butter 
prices, prior to the drop, pur- 
chases at levels that would keep 
the New York price to producers 
for milk in January at $5.46 per 
hundred pounds as at present, 

Alleged Comments of Rathbun. 

United States Attorney John F. 
X. McGohey, who announced fil- 
ing of the information in United 
States District Court, said Rath- 
bun said during an investigation 
of the price drop conducted by 
the United States Attorney's Of- 
fice and the Department of Agri- 
culture that he had undertaken 
"to support the butter market at 
not less than 84 cents per pound” 
so as to prevent a loss in the 
price of milk produced by mem- 
bers of the League in Janyary.

country’s only one- house state legisla- 
Nebraska—has saved the taxpayers more than $494,000 in direct 
costs of government and has worked with such manifest efficiency that no 


group of voters today seems to be interested in returning to the old two-house 


system. 

When the first unicameral session con- 
vened in 1937, both friends and critics 
frankly recognized that it was an experi- 
ment. A small group of 43 Senators, elected 
o7 a non-partisan ballot and endowed with 
the widest latitude in drawing up its own 
rules of procedure, comprised the sole law- 
making body for a commonwealth of more 
than 1,375,000 persons. The political tra- 
dition of check and balance by means of a 
bicameral or two-house legislature had been 
set aside. Nebraska turned into a laboratory 
to test the theory of many students of gov- 
ernment that state legislatures constructed 
on nineteenth and sometimes eighteenth 
century lines could be streamlined *without 
loss of democratic safeguards. ’ 


Record Is Superior 

To Preceding Ten Years. 

Statistically at least, in its first decade the 
“ynicam” has built up an impressive superi- 
ority to the record of the last 10 years of 
the two-house legislature. Total costs of 
five regular and two special sessions have 
been $515,897.60—a fraction more than half 
of the totals for five regular and_ three 
special sessions of the bicameral before it, 
which amounted to $1,010.453.44, 

The most expensive meeting of the one- 
house group—the first in 1937—cost almost 
$70,000 less than the most economical regu- 
lar session of the two houses in the preced- 
ing decade. The longest unicameral session; 
111 days in 1939, had less than half of the 
cost of the 110-day bicameral of 1935. 

Bicameral sessicns from 1927. to 1935 
averaged 93 days in length, while those of 
the wnicameral have averaged 100 days. 
But while the old assembly considered, in 
shorter periods of time, an average of 907 
bills introduced and passed an average of 
120 per session, the new body has averaged 
492 introduced bills and has passed an 
average of 209. The larger’ legislature of 
100 representatives and 33 senators had an 
.~erage of not quite two bills passed out of 
every nine introduced, while the ratio in the 
43-senator unicameral has been about two 
out of five. A number of political scientists 
have read in these figures proof of their 
long-standing contention that bicameralism 
means wasteful and unnecessary duplication, 
with its attendant evil of hasty and ill- 
considered lawmaking in the rush of last- 
minute business. As further evidence of 
eliminated duplication, unicameral enthusi-. 
asts around the Lincoln state house like to 
point out that the total of 61 standing com- 
mittees of house and senate under the old 
system has deciined to a fixed maximum of 
16 under the unicameral! system. 


Norris Insisted 

On Non-Partisanship. 

The non-partisan feature of the present 
senate was made an integral part of the 
one-house plan on the insistence of the late 
Senator George W. Norris, himself. a notable 
independent and for 20 years a leading 
advocate of unicameralism. Norris con- 
tended, in agreement with many experts in 
government, that in state issues, where eco- 
nomic rather than political factors were 
usually predominant, the candidates for the 
legislature should not be identified by party 
labels which had been designed primarily 
for national affairs. A non-partisan ballot 
would encourage the voter to consider the 
man rather than the label, he believed. 

Observers of the five elections on the 
partyless ballot are still undecided as to 
whether this is really working out in prac- 
tice. The election results for the first unt- 
cameral, with 22 known Democrats and 2i 
Republicans returned to office, seemed to 
justify the Norris argument. However, in 
every subsequent election former Republi¢ 
cans have gained a steady advantage, claim- 
ing 35 of the 43 seats In 1945. 

This may be considered a natural enough 
tendency in normally-Republican Nebraska. 
It is significantly counterbalanced by the 
fact that in 1941, when Democrats had only 
17 members as against 26 Republicans, they 
were given nine of the fourteen committee 
chairmanships of that session. A Democrat 
headed the strategic appropriations commit- 
tee in charge of the budgetary program of 
Republican Governor Dwight Griswold in the 
glast session. Several state Senators point to 
these facts as evidence of a vanishing party- 


consciousness within the legislature. There 
is no sign in the state at the moment of any 
concerted effort to return the election to a 
party-candidate basis. 

A small number of legislative districts in 
itself has discouraged candidacies supported 
by county courthouse groups. Some districts 
include as many as half a dozen counties, 
and all of them are large enough to require 
that the candidate solicit support from be- 
yond his immediate circle of neighborhood 
constituents. While the reduction in dis- 
tricts was decried in 1935 as placing the 
farm voters at a disadvantage, the ratio of 
population representation seems to have 
been kept relatively the same. 

More significant than the statistics of 
economy and the de-emphasis of partisan 
politics, in the opinion of Editor James E. 
Lawrence of the Lincoln Star, is the fact 
that in one house the law-making has to be 
done in the open. It is a truism of most 
two-house bodies, whether state or national, 
that many if not most important measures 
are finally written by conference committees 
representing a tiny minority of both cham- 
bers. Appointed to work ut a compromise 
on legislative features which one house will 
not accept, the conference committee usually 
meets in secret and brings out a bill for 
which the majority of the legislators can 
disclaim responsibility to their constituents. 


‘By its organic Jaw the Nebraska unicameral 


must pass on legislation as a committee of 
the whole, and upon the demand of a single 
member the senators can be required to 
record how they vote. 


Legislators Vote 
By Pushing Buttons. P 


Visitors to the Nebraska state house are 
shown the push-buttons on the desks of the 
senators in the legislative chamber, one 
button for “‘Aye,” another for ‘‘No” and a 
third for ‘“‘Not Voting.” The buttons oper- 
ate a light opposite the senator’s name on 
a large board on display at the front of the 
chamber. Gallery visitors can see how each 
man is voting, and the votes are simultane- 
ously computed on a permanent record by 
the legislative reporters. Ready identifica- 
tion of supporters and opponents of impor- 
tant measures, Lawrence believes, has tended 
to make legislators vote more carefully, 

In a recent session, the legislature voted 
a drastic change in the procedure for admin- 
istration of the state old age assistance 
funds. News reports from around the state 
during the next election campaign indicated 
that virtually every senator seeking re- 
election was challenged by his constituents 
to justify his action in this transfer. This 
is the type of evidence which Lawrence and 
others cite as demonstrating that all legisla- 
tive action is carried on under a public 
spotlight. 

Another argument of political scientists 
in support of the small, single-house assem- 
bly has been that it would tend to attract a 
higher type of individual member. Whether 
this has been true in Nebraska is a matter 
of speculation and personal judgment, al- 
though Lawrence believes that on the whole 
the average citizen as well as the lawmakers 
themselves have a higher respect for their 
offices. The unicameral amendment pro- 
vided a further businesslike feature by 
creating a permanent salaried clerkship for 
the legislature, and a legislative research 


basis.

System Began in 1913.

The movement for a one-house state as- 
sembly in Nebraska began in 1913 when a 
joint committee of the house and senate 
reported favorably on a study of the sub- 
ject. At the state constitutional convention 
of 1920 the unicameral question was lost 
on a close vote, and théreafter interest in 
the subject diminished. 

Senator Norris and a few other leaders 
like former Congressman John H. Norton, 
kept the idea ‘dive until 1934 when the

state was ripe for change after a particu- 
larly long and ineffective legislative session 
in 1933. Lobbying activities and intermi- 
nable buck-passing between the two houses, 
while depression emergencies waited for 
remedies from the lawmakers, aroused pro- 
longed public criticism of the existing plan. 
Norris personally led the reform spirit in 
the direction of a small businesslike legis- 
lature, with a simplified process of enacting 
statutes and with a constant public spotlight 
on all proceedings. 


Widely Prevalent 
In City Governments. 


The unicameral movement had developed 
in various foreign countries and had become 
widely prevalent in American city govern- 
ment when the one-house state legislature 
was created in Nebraska. Dr. John P. Sen- 
ning, professor of political science at the 
University of Nebraska, pointed out at the 
time of the 1934 campaign that every city 
of more than 20,000 population in the United 
States, and eight out of nine provinces in 
Canada, had abolished the two-house sys- 
tem in favor of unigameralism, A number 
of states had given some consideration to 
such a plan, dmong them Kansas in 1913 
and Oklahoma in 1914, The governors 
of both Minnesota and Arizona recommended 
unicameralism for their respective states in 
messages to their legislatures in 1935, after 
the Nebraska constitutional 4mendment had 
been carried by a comfortable majority. 


Chief criticisms of the two-house system, 
summarized in pamphlets prepared by the 
Norris faction in the. 1934° campaign, have 
been that there is needless duplication of 
expenses and organization, frequently at- 
tended by jealousies and friction between 
the chanrbers; great difficulty in fixing re- 
sponsibility for certain legislative action or 
lack of action, and the relative ease with 
which lobbyists can stalemate final legisla- 
tive decision by controlling one house; and 
frequently the thwarting of majority inter- 
ests by burying controversial bills in con- 
ference committees of the two houses. These 
had become virtually classic arguments of 
political scientists by the time of the 1934 
campaign. 

Opponents of unicameralism appealed pri- 
marily to consérvative instincts during the 
campaign, urging the need for eheck and 
balance between two houses, warning of the 
preponderance of big city representation in 
a smaller state assembly and predicting end- 
less confusion and lack of organization in a 
non-partisan Senate, The pitfalls anticipated 
by the anti-unicameral group have not ma- 
terialized, however, in the first 10 years of 
operation. Nebraskans, who have previously 
expressed their interest in businesslike gov- 
ernment by limiting their state’s bonded in- 
debtedness to $100,000 and operating on a 
pay-as-you go basis in fiscal affairs, seem 
generally satisfied to carry on. indefinitely 
with the single legislative chamber.

N late June, 1946, a combination of Re- 
J ouvtican Congressmen and Senators and 

some reactionary Democrats finally suc- 
ceeded in knocking the props out from under 
effective price contro]. The Rube Goldberg 
price-control bill which the President signed 
in July had little ¢hance of success. In the 
next four months the cost of living rose two 
and one-half times as much as in the three 
previous years, 

As prices have risen, the working people 
of America—the 60,000,000 men and women 
who man our assembly lines, drive our 
trucks and combines, work store cash reg- 
isters, and run office comptometers—have 
watched their wartime prosperity fade, their 
real income dwindle. And they face addi- 


tional troubles in coming months. 


Corporation profits after taxes and net 
farm income, after the payment of all ex- 
penses, were far greater in 1946 than they 
were during the peak production of the war 
years. Labor’s take-home pay was less; it 
will be found roughly the same as in the 
spring of 1943. 


Since the crushing Republican victory of 
November the more reactionary industria! 
interests have been making it abundantly 
clear that from now on they will have the 
whip hand, This can spell considerable 
trouble for all of us in the months ahead. 
Out of such a situation can grow a depres- 
sion which will shake our economic system 
to its foundations. Much of our ability to 
maintain full employment will depend on 
government action, But to an even greater 
extent the success of our efforts to keep our 
economy rolling at top speed will depend on 
the wages and salaries which are arrived at 
by collective bargaining. 


Productive Capacity 
Growth Since Civil War. 


In every generation since the Civil War 
the productive capacity of our industrial 
plant has doubled. Certainly in the new 
age of atomic energy we can expect this 
rate of increase to be continued. Unless 
we increase proportionately the amount of 
purchasing pewer in the hands of the people, 
all the people—workers, farmers, and busi- 
ness men—we shall not be able to buy the 
volume of goods which we are capable of 
producing. Production will then slow 
down, workers will begin to be unem- 
ployed, purchasing power will be reduced 


‘still farther, and we shall find ourselves 


headed for trouble, Our forty million 
families will have the funds with which to 
buy our increasing output of goods only if 
wages, salaries, and farm income move 
steadily upward.: How fast they will move 
will be decided by agreemehts reached 
through democratic collective bargaining. A 
constructive approach on both sides will 
be called for and a clear understanding of 
the economic issues involved. 


There are only three ways in which wages 
can be raised. , The first is to increase the 
productive output of each worker and to 
pass on to him in the form of higher pay a 
major part of the results of his increased

efficiency. By and large, this is the way 
we have raised our standard of living in the 
past. It is by all odds the best method be- 
cause it assures the consumer stable or even 
lower prices and allows business to main- 
tain the profits which are essential for en- 
larging plant facilities and further stepping 
up industrial efficiency. 


Relation of Higher 
Wages to Price Level. 


Opponents of price control used to tell us 
that higher wages invariably meant higher 
prices, but this statement .betrays grave 
ignorance of the workings of a modern 
economy. Between 1919 and the spring of 
1946 the average hourly earnings of our 
factory workers slightly more than doubled, 
profits trgbled—and prices remained roughly 
the same. In many industries increased ef- 
ficiency has enabled manufacturers to im- 
prove markedly the quality of their product, 
lower prices, raise wages, and increase over- 
all profits. That is the way our economy 
must work if we are all to benefit from a 
rising level of prosperity. Any other course 
spells economic disaster, not only for the 
workers but for business men, 


In the absence of increased output per 
hour of effort, wages can be raised by add- 
ing the increased wage cost to the price 
charged to the consumer. In certain in 
dustries greater efficiency is unattainable, 
and this method of raising wages may be 
justified. But if we followed such a policy 
extensively enough to affect our whole 
economy, we should clearly get nowhere. 
The extra money paid out in wages would 
be spent, not on additional goods, but on 
higher-priced goods, and the standard of. liv- 
ing would remain the same. 

Another way to increase wages in those 
industries where labor productivity has not 
risen is to decrease profits. Certainly this 
approach is justified where profits are ex- 


orbitant, as is the case in several areas in’ 
But if profits generally’ 


our economy today. 
are decreased below a certain point, the 
whole economy will bog down. This is not 
simply theory. We saw it happen in Eng- 
land and France in the years before the war. 
The capital necessary to increase the effi- 
ciency of British and French plants was 
lacking. As a result, the output per worker 
remained stagnant in England from 1929 
until the outbreak of the war. In France 
it was actually reduced by 25 per cent as 
machinery became antiquated. Under such 
circumstances it was impossible for the Brit- 
ish and French people to increase their 
standard of living. 


How Output Per Hour 
Of Workers Can Be Raised. 


Except in industries where profits are 
out of all reason, our ability to increase pur- 
chasing power depends on our ability to 
increase industrial efficiency. How, then, 
can the output per hour of industrial work- 
ers be raised? By far the most important 
way is through the use of better machinery 
and improved techniques of engineering and 
management. We can look for tremendous 
advances in this field during the next two 
or three years, And with the development 
of atomic energy, almost anything is con- 
ceivable. , 

Many business men also gay that produc- 
tion can be increased by more effort on the 
part of their employes. In some cases this 
claim may be reasonable. But studies have 
proved that when production falls off, the 
cause is usually, not labor’s unwillingness 
to work, bift the inefficient use of labor. In 
most instances the drop has occurred when 
assembly lines have been disrupted by an 
inability to maintain a reservoir of certain 
basic materials and key parts.

This fact has led some of 
our more hard-hearted industrialists to the 
conclusion that what we really need to keep 
the workers on their toes is a permanent 
pool of four or 5,000,0000 unemployed. Is 
a civilized economy, however, factory worke 
ers should not have to be goaded to increased 
effort by the fear of losing their jobs. A 
better method is to improve working con- 
ditions and set up some modified system of 
incentive payments.

Oppose Incentive Pay. 


| Many labor leaders are opposed funda- 


mentally to the whole idea of incentive pay- 
ments. They can remember only too vividly 
how in the days before labor was organized 


‘such incentives were used to speed up the 


work tempo until men over 45 found it 
impossible to maintain the pace. In an age 
of strong labor organizations this objection 
seems somewhat unrealistic. The unions 


today are in a position to bargain for high 
‘minimum pay for those who are capable of 
‘a certain output, with increased hourly wages 
above that figure for those who are willing 
and able to add to their weekly pay check 
through extra effort, 

The responsibility of both management 
and labor in the field of collective bargain- 
ing will be a heavy one during the next few 
years, The health of ghe national economy, 
and indeed our abiilty to preserve the ade 
vantages inherent in our modified freee 
enterprise system, will easter on the resulf 
of their efforts, 


If the economy once starts into a tailspin, 
we can be sure that the Government will be 
forced by the will of the people to take a 
far more active part in managing our eco- 
nomic affairs. Let us not fool ourselves, 
Unless we do a better job in dividing the ine

British Superior 
In Economic Wisdom. 


Probably the greatest hurdle in Our way 
is the lack of economic understanding 
shown by many powerful business interests, 
American business men, in general, have @ 
far greater knowledge of engineering, or- 
ganization, and merchandising than theism 
British counterparts. But British business 
men, producing in a country of limited de- 
mand which depends largely on foreign 


economic forces operate. 


Labor leaders must also be held responsibié 
for our economic progress or its lack in the 
years ahead.

With efficiency likely to increasd 
rapidly in the next two or three years, labor 
has everything to gain from the ae) 
of such statistics, 


Labor should also insist on its right, as < 
major factor in the creation of economi¢ 
wealth, to know all about how an industry 
isrun. In the past thirty years the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers have developed an 
efficient working relationship with their em< 
ployers — a relationship based on a full 
knowledge of the profits of the indsutry 
from year to year. In times of economig 
stress this knowledge has given the men 
who head the Amalgamated a sense of re« 
sponsibility. In good times it has enabled 
them to obtain for the workers their propeg

easy. Many industrialists will view the ree 
sults of the election as a signal to crack 
down on labor.

In 1946, probably more than in any 
ether year, organized labor showed the 
power it has over industry and the coun- 
try as a whole. But, in my opinion; 1946 
will be remembered as the year labor 
reached its peak. In the next few years 
labor will lose much of that power. And 
it has only itself to blame; for it was 
through the misuse and abuse of that 
power that it brought the wrath of pub- 
lic opinion dewn upon its head. 

Organized labor has shown it does not 
realize that what hurts industry also 
hurts the working man. When the cost 
of labor forces a manufacturer to raise 
prices, then labor is not gaining any- 
thing because it is hurting the very 
business that must prosper if there is 
to be full employment. The more prices 
go up, the less consumers there are able 
to buy, and the less need there is to 
manufacture in quantity. 

Organized labor hurts itself in the 
long run by its exorbitant demands, be- 
cause, although ITS income may in- 
crease, there are millions whoBe pay re- 
mains the same and who are thus un- 
able to buy the products turned out by 
organized labor. Their products must 
reach the largest possible number of 
consumers if they are to prosper and 
work the year around. Organized labor 
has either ignored this simple fact or 
is too stupid to see it.

A Record to Ponder 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The thirteenth annual report of TVA 
has been presented to Congress. Ten 
months after V-J day the TVA was break- 
ing wartime peak records. 

Production and use of power were 
climbing. TVA. earned money in 1946, 
While the average cost per kilowatt- 
hour for residential electric service for 
the United States was 3.31 cents, TVA 
electricity sold to residential users, for 
1.78 cents per kwh. Had the TVA fur- 
nished electricity to my St. Louis home 
in 1946, the electric bill would have been 
$25.88 less than it was. 

In January, 1946, the TVA dams re- 
duced the crest of a flood by 10 feet, 
averting millions of dollars’ worth of 
damage at Chattanooga alone. In Feb- 
ruary another flood was kept to a point 
of no damage. 

May the citizens of the Missouri Val- 
ley ponder this report of the TVA and 
learn.

Bilbo at Bay 


Theodore G. Bilbo—no longer Senator Bilbo or 
“the gentleman from Mississippi,” but just plain 
Bilbo like any criminal defendant—is on trial for 
his political life, and the signs point to convic- 
tion. 

The conscience of the Senate is aroused to 
protect its good name, as it has not been since 
the day when it voted to expel the discredited 
Lorimer of Illinois. And the tide of its wrath 
is rising. * 

Senator Taft, the Republican leader, is show- 
ing himself a shrewd and determined prosecu- 
tor, and he is receiving support in unexpected 
strength from the Democratic side of the cham- 
ber. In test votes thus far, a full third of the 
Democratic Senators stood up and were counted 
against the little demagogue. Indeed, a Demo- 
cratic Senator, Taylor of Idaho, made the mo- 
tion to deny Bilbo his seat, and he followed it 
with an eloquent and logical appeal for Demo- 
crats from the South to join him in wiping out 
a disgrace to their party and to the Senate. 

While Bilbo sat at his elbow and glowered, 
Senator Taylor went back to the Congressional 
Record and cited speeches made at a time when 
conditions were reversed. He read speeches de- 
livered by George and other Democratic Sena- 
tors when the Democrats, then in the minority, 
were joining in the fight—eventually successful 

—to reject Frank L. Smith, of Illinois, who 
accepted a campaign cohtribution of $125,000 
from a utility company while presiding over a 
state commissioh fixing the company’s rates. 

Although Bilbo’s Southern defenders now point 
to states’ rights as a reason for seating him, Sen- 
ator Taylor showed that in the Smith case, 
spokesmen for the South specifically denied that 
states’ rights are involved in rejecting an unfit 
member. They promised then not to invoke 
the argument if a Southerner’s right to be seated 
should come into question. 

Senator George reneged on his old pledge and 
voted to seat Bilbo, but Senator Taylor’s speech 
had its effect. There was no “Solid South” for 
Bilbo to fall back on; Pepper of Florida, Ful- 
bright of Arkansas and Tydings of Maryland all 
voted against him. 

The anti-Bilbo forces should hold their solid 
Republican strength and keep the Democrats 
who have thus far voted with them, and their 
position is strengthened by an agreement which 
Bilbo was forced to accept yesterday. By this 
agreement, Bilbo stands aside while the other 
newly elected Senators are sworn in. assuring 
a membership more hostile to him than other- 
wise would have obtained. 

No longer cocksure, Bilbo has been driven to 
bay and he is sweating in the hard white light 
of the accusation that Me used his office for pur- 
poses of graft and conspired to violate the Con- 
stitution by denying the rights of citizenship 
guaranteed by the Fifteenth Amendment. 

Bilbo boasts that if the Senate turns him away, 
the people of Mississippi will elect him again. 


. This is a hollow boast, for a Senate which re- 


jected him once could reject him again. Bilbo 
has never, in any real sense, been elected by 
“the people of Mississippi” and never could be. 

Never have more than 18 per cent of Missis- 
sippians of voting age balloted in any election that 
named Bilbo to office, and never have more than 
1500 of the Negroes who constitute half the State’s 
population been able to vote. | 

If Mississippians outrage public decency by re- 
electing Bilbo after he has been branded unfit 
by the Senate, they may anger Congress into en- 
forcing that section of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment which declares that if any state shall deny 
Negroes the right to vote, it shall have its rep- 
resentation in-Congress reduced in proportion to 
the number suffering discrimination. To see its 
congressional representation cut in half would be 
a stiff penalty for Mississippi to pay for Bilbo. 

But the business at hand is to deny Bilbo a 
Senate seat. The future will take care of itself. 
And it will take care of itself far better for the 
Democrats if they will forget party “obligations” 
and cast into the outer darkness a colleague who 
is a millstone around their neck. 
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An Underlying Disease? 

Pursuing its inquiry into the attempted police 
hush-up of the Sheriff Dougherty case, Capt. 
Rowland, in whose district the incident fell, has 
been ordered to stand trial. He will face two 
charges: 1. Failure to arrest and book Sheriff 
Dougherty promptly following the accident. 2. 
Failure to report the accident promptly to head- 
quarters. The public is still in the dark as to 
the facts brought out in the Police Board in- 
quiry. The obvious circumstances of Dougher- 
ty’s departure from the scene of the accident 
and the subsequent failure to arrest him until 
President Priest ordered him to be taken into 
custody—these circumstances are plain enough. 
The public, however, is not going to be satisfied 
with the demotion or dismissal of one or two 
key figures in the case like Capt. Rowland. It 
wants to know more, It wants to know if the 
Dougherty case is symptomatic of a deep disease 
in the Police Department and what that dis- 
ease is. f 
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The All-America Cliche 


Public schooling—or education, as it is often 
‘called, occasionally with some accuraey—ought 
to have as one of its primary purposes the cor- 
rection of the grotesque notions which Ameri- 
eans entertain on the subject of Americans. 
Simon Marcson’s findings for the American 
Council on Educatiom bear out the fact. 

The assistant professor of sociology at Penn- 
sylvania State College has discovered in exten- 
sive research into textbooks that often, instead 
of instructing, they contribute to sich wrong- 
headed notions as that it is the normal condi- 
tion of Jews to be persecuted, and that Ne- 
groes are all fun-loving loafers. _ 

The nonsensicalities which Mr. Marcson in- 
stances are among a great number that make 
up the All-America cliche. To go on, it is a 
well-known illusion that Texans are people who 
carry six-shooters and can recall nothing but the 
Alamo; ‘that Mississippians are all yellow from 
having malaria so much; that Virginians whose 
ancestors were among the second families are 
barely nodded to by people who matter; that 
New Englanders are cold and austere, in admir- 
ing emulation of the codfish; and that it is as 
much as one’s life is worth to be caught out- 
doors in Chicago. 

The All-America cliche takes gare not only of 


race and health, but also of profession, state of 
mind, and the color of one’s hair. It holds that 
manual workers are of less than average in- 
telligence, college professors are 
minded, chorus girls are flighty, anybody with 
unorthodox ideas is queer, and people with red 
hair get mad quicker and worse than those with 
any other color hair. 

Nearly all Americans believe some of these 
things, some believe most of them, and a few 
believe just about all of them except the ones 
that are derogatory to themselves. The last- 
designated group may be considered the prod- 
uct of a post-graduate course in ignorance. To 
introduce Americans to Americans—not under 
the wild disguises which they wear in the All- 
America cliche, but-in their own persons—is a 
challenging task of education (or, as we shall 
continue to prefer to refer to it until it does so, 
of public schooling). 
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Test in the Tidelands 


Senator Knowland of California has informed 
the Post-Dispatch that the tidelands oil quit- 
claim, which failed on President Truman’s veto, 
will be reintroduced. For lack of surprise, that 
news is not likely to be bested during the 
Eightieth Congress. Big money is involved, and 
the tidelands oil states are so avid to continue 
their share of the “take” that they will zealously 
go again to the trouble and expense of building 
asfacade of “state’s rights.” ° 

Nevertheless, the quitclaim smells as bad as 
ever. The question is before the Supreme 
Court whether the title rests in the Federal 
Government, to be held in trust for national 
emergency, or in the states, to be exploited and 
depleted under lease to oil companies. If Con- 
gress quits title before the court has ruled, it 
will shamelessly violate the constitutional in- 
tegrity of the judicial branch. .Its members will 
always be suspected of having given away some- 
thing immensely valuable which, in our Ameri- 
can tradition, they had no moral right to give. 

Despite all that, the new Congress may move 
in augmented force to put through the bill. Re- 
publicans in the previous Congress—with a few 
such pleasant exceptions as Missouri’s Senator 
Donnell—overwhelmingly favored it, and there 
are many more Republicans in the new Con- 
gress. The hope must therefore be that whereas 
many of them acted before for partisan motives, 
more will act now for the constitutional motives 
that the G.O.P. espouses so eloquently, that 
they have come into responsibility with their 
access to power, 3 

Among the many tests by which the new Con- 
gress will be judged, none will exceed this one 
in separating men of principle from the too- 
faithful servants of a few state governments and 
oil companies. 
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Brooms and Bath Water 


The new brooms handed out to each Republi- 
can member of Congress were a form of foolery 
with a serious connotation which brings up an 
equally good maxim. New brooms sweep clean. 
But there is also more than a little danger, when 
a zealous new squad of cleaners-outers go to 
work, of letting the baby run out with the bath 
water. If the new Congress does much of that, 
it will be only a question of time until its 
members discover that badly used Republican 
brooms eventually sweep in New Deals, 
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Decontrol Rents? 

Congressman Cole of Missouri is for abolish- 
ing the remains of OPA and turning rent con- 
trols over to local governments. Congressman 
Ploeser concurs, but only if the states take over 
rent regulation. Both are playing with a dan- 
gerous notion. 

Most local governments are inordinately sensi- 
tive to the influence of real estate men, build- 
ers and landlords; witness the spot-zoning evil 
in St. Louis at their behest. If control is left to 
the communities, many tenants are in for a year 
or so of the worst rent gouging ih American 
history. Many state legislatures, too, are very 
sensitive to the same pressure influences. And 
supposing the Missouri Legislature were not, 
transferring and administering a governmental 
function is by no means effortless. Take, for 
instance, the mess over transfer of the simpler 
business of the USES to the State of Missouri. 

On the other hand, a fair measure of relief to 
landlords is overdue, and Congress should make 
relief one of its first businesses. To encourage 
building to rent, it should decontrol rents on 
new houses. That step became imperative when 
materials were decontrolled. It should give land- 
lords a better chance to rid themselves. of 
nuisance tenants, It should allow moderate per- 
centage rent increases on old houses. When 
that much is accomplished, however, the tried 
and effective OPA Federal control should’ be 
left in force a good while longer.

In the gayer here 
and now, however, he offers a rare human cir- 
cus. The quads can “put Baltimore on the 
map,” get the town in the world’s newspapers 
each tiMe they have a birthday or the croup, 
maybe make some Baltimorean the only author- 
ized purveyor of the Official Henn Quad Dia. 
pers. Even a town the size of New York might 
have been put on the map if the five: little 
Dionnes had not been kept in Ontario. It was 
ever thus, and ever will be.

She Tells Them Off 


HURRY UP PLEASE ITS TIME, by Elizabeth Hawes. 

(Reynal & Hitchcock, New York.) 

Whether you are a trade-unionist or a 
big business-man, you will find it worth 
your while to read “Hurry Up Please Its 
Time,” as outspoken a volume:for the labor 
cause and against vested interests as 
avowed believer in Socialism Elizabeth 
Hawes could make it. 

Author and dress-designer Hawes, who 
wrote the best-selling “Fashion is Spinach” 
in which she spoke out frankly about the 
shady business in the fashion industry, went 
to work in a war plant when the United 
States entered the war. In that war plant 
she joined the United Automobile Workers 
of America, CIO. As an international repre- 
sentative of the UAW-CIO, attached to the 
education department, she later had the 
opportunity of analyzing the workings of 
labor locals all over the United States. She 
also had the opportunity of observing the 
workings of big business in their dealings 
with these locals. 

Her conclusion? That we, in the United 
States, are at this moment “in rat’s alley” 
and that. “only in union there is strength.” 
But Miss Hawes admits that “equally clear- 
ly there are a few too many rats in the 
top leadership of both our trade unions 
and the United States Government these 


days.”

Her accusations against certain bigshots 
in the automotive industry, her fearless 
denunciation of Walter Reuther, her some- 
times uninhibited language, will curl your 
hair at certain spots in the book. 

The title of the book, “Hurry Up Please 
Its Time” was chosen by Miss Hawes be- 
cause she believes that “if the majonxity of 
people do not immediately start toward 
peace and socialism, tomorrow we will have 
war and fascism.” 

Says Miss Hawes in conclusion: “As of 
the fall of 1946, I belong to no political 
party. Yet how can we unite to get jobs, 
security, and peace? Only I believe, in a 
political party led by people who under- 
stand as clearly as do our native fascists 
that our economic system will and must 
be socialism. As clearly as our native fas- 
cists, to keep what they have, use the 
fevices of Hitler: Red-baiting, discriminat- 
ing, dictating, and promoting war; just so 
clearly must the leaders of the political 
party we need reject all these fascist prac- 
tices and follow a program for jobs, se- 


‘curity, and peace, with the ultimate objec-

Despite his hatred for officers, particu- 
larly second Heutenants, Francis saves the 
wounded lieutenant from the Japs. The 
lieutenant, when he tells how a “talking 
mule” saved him, is hastily transferred to 
the neuropsychiatric ward. Upon release, 
he is shoved into G-2 (Intelligence), de- 
spite the fact that he is absolutely the most 
unlikely of a dozen candidates. Sorely per- 
plexed, he goes to Francis and receives a 
philosophical and consoling explanation. 

Francis, who likes to refer to himself as 
a tough oldtimer with seven years of serv- 
ice, softens and takes the poor blundering 
“loot” to heart—but not until he gets him- 
self and the loot gloriously drunk. In re- 
turn, he tips the lieutenant off to some Jap 
ambushes, thus enabling him to rout the 
Japs and win high commendation. 

Finally, a three-star general investigates 
and finds that Francis really does talk. He 
ships Francis and the lieutenant back to 
Uncle Sugar in a B-29. In mid-air, despite 
all efforts, Francis has a relapse and gets 
drunk as a lord, Arriving in Washington, 
he is led to the speaker's platform before 
an audience of 500,000 cheering persons. 
With an icebag on his head, Francis rolls 
his bloodshot eyes and begins his address: 
“Morons! Stupid ignorant collection of 
clucks ...” but ends up by winning the ac- 
claim of all. And then he disappears! 

Yes, Francis, the sage old moth-eaten 
Army mule, covered with the filth of Bur- 
ma, is a lovable character and a witty one. 
Who else but Francis, told by a three-star 
general that he is a “nobody,” would reply: 
“It’s your nobodies, sir, who are winning 
this mule’s war.”

Bleeding Slice of Life

What slum life does to the human spirit 
is told in this novel, not as a preachment 
by a social worker or as a sociologist’s 
statistical study, but in. terms of hatred, 
fear, vice, agony and blood. The central 
figure in Mr. Dortort’s hair-raising and 
fast-moving story is “Honey Halpern, 
sharp-eyed, thin-cheeked, dressed in expen- 
sive clothes, a hunger in his heart for all 
the world’s treasures, a young Brownsville 
punk turned killer, unafraid of the gun, 
adept at handling it, the mdb’s new execu- 
tioner.” 

Brownsville, the section of Brooklyn 
that produced’ Halpern and his mob, makes 
the Chicago South Side of James T. Far- — 
rell seem, by comparison, a pleasant place 
indeed. And, by further comparison, Far- 
rell’s tough, brawling Studs Lonigan is a 
mild character when set up against the 
ferocity of Honey Halpern. 

As a boy, Halpern—orphaned, poverty- 
stricken, always hungry—was exposed to 
everything ugly, mean, horrible in city 
life. He saw a Jack-the-Ripper at work, 
one playmate was a pyromaniac, mass rape 
was a neighborhood pastime, while via 
lence of all kinds was a way of life. The 
law was hated and policemen were despised, 
Halpern saw his bést friend beaten to 
death in a police station.

Mr. Dortort, himself a product of this 
treeless Brooklyn, spares his readers no 
shock as he traces the career of a kid 
who had a grudge against society into and 
through the role of professional murderer. 
Halpern’s mad passion to command the 
fear of everyone, including the members 
of his own mob, is brutally depicted. The 
author’s close-up accounts of Halpern’s 
killings have all the dread fascination that 
lies in repulsion. 

But, as the book moves swiftly to its gory 
conclusion, it is clear the author is pri- 
marily interested in the disintegration of 
Halpern’s personality. The tough mobster, 
forced to kill a man who reminded him 
of his best and only boyhood friend, begins 
to crack. By the time his last “job” is 
done, Halpern is a nerve-shattered wreck, 
and the last hope of holding his personality 
together goes with the discovery of the 
infidelity of his mistress. 

The value Of such “bleeding slices of 
life,” as this book may be described, is that 
they invest the tired phrase, “slum clear- 
ance,” with new and vivid meaning. This 
is Mr. Dortort’s first novel and it is a skill- 
ful and important one.

Fingers Are Crossed. 


American diplomats regard this 
as a good beginning. With fingers 
crossed, they wait for good acts 
to follow good words. 

To the annoyance of the Chin- 
ese Communists, it is now evident 
that the United States government 
has no intention of abandoning 
Chiang so long as the general- 
issimo continues to lead China 
along the route laid down in the 
new constitution. 

On the contrary, if Chiang and 
his government want American 
advisers and technical experts to 
7 carry out projected reforms 
and reconstruction, it is probable 
they will get them. Such assist- 
ance will be accorded, however, 
only if the Americans are given 
real assurance that thefr advice 
will be acted upon and enforced. 
Past experiences have shown 
that, without such authority, 
American aid would be meaning- 
less. 

Support Conditional. 


It is reliably reported that 
American support of the Chinese 
government along these  \lines 
would be, conditional on Nanking 
keeping the door wide qpen ‘or 
participation by the Communists, 
should they wish to come in. The 
American mediators have not giv- 
en up the hope that the Commun- 
ists can be persuaded ultimately 
to come into a reorganized gov- 
ernment on terms laid down by 
the Political Consultation Confer- 
ence. 

While the United States is dis- 
posed to extend moral and advis- 
ory help to Nanking, if the lat- 
tér’s policy takes-the direction of 
peace and reform, there is no in- 
clination on the Americans’ part 
to throw any more financial back- 
ing behind the Chinese central 
government until its sincerity is 
demonstrated by something more 
than words, 


together wise. There can never 
be a peaceful Germany, nor a 
peaceful Europe, unless the indi- 
vidual German knows that his 
country’s living standards can be 
equal to those in the rest of West- 
ern Europe. 

Of these four differing policies, 
the one most likely to offer the 
European peoples the hope of last- 
ing peace is undoubtedly that pro- 
posed by France. In her appraisal 
of what will make for stability in 
Europe, France is as realistic to- 
day as she was in 1919. But there 
is slight chance that France’s 
views are going to prevail. 

The outstanding issue before us 
in 1047 is whether any unanimous 
agreement upon a German treaty 
which will make for peace can 
still be reached. | 

It will be far more likely that 
an effective treaty can be . con- 
cluded at Moscow if Germany's 
smaller neighbors take part in the 
negotiations from the outset. 

It is only the smaller countries 
that will now be able to divorce 
the problems of the control, the 
economic reconstruction and the 
political rehabilitation of Germany 
from the sphere of national ambi- 
tion, They at least see clearly 
that the political decentralization 
of Germany is as essential to the 
future peace of Europe as is the 
economic prosperity of the Ger- 
man people, and that the former 
is by no means incompatible with 
the latter. Most of them also see 
that if Europe is to enjoy stabil- 
ity, the frontiers to be imposed 
upon Germany must be defined in 
a spirit of justice and not in a 
spirit of greed or of revenge. 

It is the smaller countries that 
recognize that these are the in- 
dispensable prerequisites to the 
eventual construction of an all- 
embracing United States of Eu- 
rope and that in the realization of 
that ideal rest the chances of the 
peoples of Europe for enduring 


peace.

NLRB Order. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board recently ordered the com- 
pany to bargain collectively with 
the strikers’ union—CIO United 
Automobile Workers, Local 
On wages, hours, piece rates and 
“other conditions of employment.” 

Thereupon, in a memorandum 
to employes Dec. 30, S. B. With- 
ington, vice president in charge 
of manufacturing, said the com- 
pany was complying with the in- 
tent of the order. “Accordingly,” 
the memorandum said, “there is 
mo reason for continuance of the 
strike and the way is open for a 
return to work.” 

Union officers said this was “a 
polite trick for a forced back-to- 
work movement.”

Gen, Clay’s political and admin- 
istrative performance as chief, 
under McNarney, of the United 
States military government 
Germany has proved that he is 
one of the-great American public 
servants.

Clay Resisted Promotion. 


It must be added that Clay re- 
sisted his promotion with all his 
very considerable force. McNar- 
ney is his classmate and his 
friend. Clay disliked replacing 
him, and feared the imputation 
that his close friendship with Sec- 
retary of States James F. Byrnes 
and Secretary of War Robert Pat- 
terson had something to do with 
the recent decision. 

When it became obviously de- 
sirable to unify the military gov- 
ernment and the German troop 
command, he repeatedly asked to 
be relieved, so that McNarney 
might take over both jobs. In the 
end, only the absolute insistence 
of Patterson and Byrnes, and the 
need for McNarney at the United 
Nations, made Clay change his 
mind. Announcement of the re- 
shuffie has been long delayed, so 
that Clay and McNarney could 
talk it over in detail and make 
their own plans for it. 

The delicacy and disinterested- 
ness displayed by Clay only en- 
hance the value that must be put 
upon his services—and therefore 
increase the problem which now 
confronts the leaders of the Re- 
publican majority in Congress. 

In a sense, Germany and Gen. 
Clay will provide the first major 
test of the Republican majority’s 
fitness for its new responsibility 
for the destinies of this country. 

Clay Needs Full Supp°rt. 

The reasons are obvious. Clay 
needs firm, unfaltering support in 
order to succeed in his immense 
task. Yet alfeady Senator Owen 
Brewster of Maine is hankering to 
make political capital at the ex- 
pense of Clay, and thereby of this 
country’s foreign policy. The Sen- 
ator has a ack for this sort of 
thing. He once expérimented with 
praying for publication over the 
defenseless graves of the unof- 
fending war dead. He is current- 
ly trying to use his chairmanship 
of the former Truman-Mead com- 
mittee to investigate himself into 
the White House. 

The first job of the Republican 
leadership will be to put a stop 
to this kind of political peck- 
sniffery, but it will be. followed 
by an even more severe test, for 
Republicans have a natural af- 
finity for business men. There

“What's He Up To?” 

Because of this power in new 
hands, politicians and students of 
politics, as well as special] in- 
terest groups, are asking how 
Taft will use his greatly increased 
influence.

Taft took it from him, 
apparently because he considered 
the Vermonter’s record too pro- 
labor. To do.this, Taft had to 
give up the chairmanship of Fi- 
nance, traditionally considered the 
most important Senate committee 
on domestic affairs.

Signs in His Record. 

Taft's record and his recent 
statements give a clear but gen- 
eral idea of how he will proceed 
on these two committees.

The late President Roosevelt, 
who came from the same kind of 
family background as Taft, oc- 
casionally was called “a traitor 
to his class.” Taft is a spokes 
man for his, with this difference: 
He has been in public life long 
enough to know the political re- 
alities, and despite mild public de- 
nials, is a candidate for the presi- 
dency. 

He is making his big bid in the 
Eightieth Congress, and is bank- 
ing on his courage and compe 
tence to impress the Republicans 
and the independent voters of the 
country. 

He will make enemies in his 
new position of power. He is hop- 
ing he will win many more sup- 
porters.

Winter Activities . 
Down on the Farm 
By Leonard Hall 
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OWLING winds and near-zero weather have revealed to us just 
H what windows in our old farmhouse need to be bolstered by 
storm sash—and proved that the back attic will be a fine place 
With the ground hard-frozen, it will 
be some time time before we get 
the final day’s work done on the 
pond, although there will still be 
plenty of time for it to fill before 
spring. ‘ 

The steers stay close around 
the hay barn and from now on 
their ration of hay and pasture 
will be supplemented with enough 
grain to keep them in good flesh, 
Outdoor work has shut down to 
some extent, although young Fred 
has taken the tractor and gone 
off to haul in logs for a cordwood 
project he expects to carry out 
during the cold spell. 

And as soon as there is a break, 
we have 10 tons of loose hay in 
the old barn to bale so that it 
can be moved up to the hay shed 
for the cattle, after which that 
old barn comes down and the lum- 
ber used for other buildings. 

We find it’s mighty easy, when taking over an old farm to put iB 
back into real production, to get more projects started than can 
readily be handled. A certain number of farm buildings, even though £ 
they don’t have to be fancy, are necessary to house stock and ma- 
chinery and enable you to work with efficiency. 

The land-building program is a prime necessity, even though 
you don’t carry it out at one fell swoop. You want to work your 
hay and pasture land around to the point where they will produce 
top-grade forage in heavy tonnage; alfalfa and brome grass for hay; 
smal] grain and lespedeza for the hot-weather pasture which really 
puts the weight on your steers; good timothy, redtop, canary grass, 
meadow fescue and bluegrass for autumn, winter and spring grazing.

Along with this program goes the job of water manage- 
ment; ponds, terraces, stream control, fields seeded on the 
contour, There are new fence lines to be run, based on the 
“balanced farm” job you’re trying to do. And on top of this, 
the day-to-day chores of feeding the stock and keeping a 
country household running keep you plenty busy. Sometimes 
it looks like a pretty big job, Then we remember that we’ve 
been at it for only aboctt two months—and that what we 
really have laid out is a 20-year plan. Figuring it that way, 
it doesn’t seem so bad.

@ ONE OF THE FINEST PRESENTS TO ARRIVE at Possum

But as is always the case, wildlife is a secondary factor 
on land used for farming and this is particularly true in our 
valley where for, Several years every farm has been loaded 
to capacity or beyond with livestock, Fence rows are grazed 
clean; woodlands along our Many streams and even on rocky 
hillsides carry more than their share of sheep ang Cattle. 
The natural result is the destruction of nearly all wildlife 
cover—plus a big increase in the danger from erosion and 
flash floods.

@ FORTUNATELY MORE AND MORE FARMS in the valley are 
turning to real measures of soil conservation to protect their land 
and increase its productivity. Terraces are being built and ponds dug 
to AAA specifications. 

We still, I believe, graze our stream banks too heavily—but here 
too are signs of improvement. When a creek gets out over good 
bottom fields with every hard rain, farmers soon start figuring on 
the causes of such crop-destroying floods. Just as we have done, 
they call in a bulldozer to do some straightening of the channel.

LONDON, Jan. 4 

OLITICAL controversy, roused 
P by rumors that Princess Eliza- 

beth, heir presumptive to the 
British throne, will be pledged to 
Prince Philip of Greece, accentu- 
ated anew today that Britain’s rise 
from island stronghold, split by in- 
ternal strife, to world-wide empire, 
has been inked closely with the 
romantic “alliances of its sover- 
eigns. 

Through nearly a thousand 
years of complex history—from 
the sway of the House of Nor- 
mandy to the rule of the houses 
of Hanover ‘and of Saxe-Coburg 
and Gotha—royal loves and mar- 
riages have affected the course of 
what is now a global common- 
wealth. Against the judgments 
of parliaments, prime ministers 
and advisers, the wishes of a 
queen or of a king’s favorite often 
prevailed—sometimes disastrously, 
sometimes for good. 

The earlier English kings mi&r- 
ried mostly into French royalty, 
winning celebrated beauties who 
became the mothers of new dynas- 
ties and the instruments through 
which English power was ex- 
tended, 

One of the most famous—and 
strangest—of royal romances was 
Henry V’s courtship of Katherine 
of Valois, the youngest sister of 
Isabella, known as the “Little 
Queen,” who at the age of eight, 
had come to this country as the 
promised consort of Richard II. 

When Henry was Prince of 
Wales, his father had sought to 
match him with Katherine, after 
her two elder sisters, the widowed 
Isabella and Marie, had rejected 
him. Henry renewed his suit 


* when he became king, demanding, 


besides the princess and a huge 
dowry, the restoration of lands in 
France that formerly had been 
subject to the English crown. 

French refusal to meet Henry’s 
terms led to English invasion of 
France climaxed by the battle of 
Agincourt in October 1413. Con- 
sistently victorious, Henry vowed 
he would treat with none but the 
fair princess, herself, whom he 
had wooed tenderly throughout the 
fighting, 

Under the peace treaty, the 
monarch from across the channel 
was described as “our most illus- 
trious son, Henry, King of Eng- 
land, heir of France.” 

Received in England “as if she 
had been an angel of God,” Kath- 
erine of Valois was queen only 
three years, and she was barely 
21 when her illustrious husband 
died, 

* * 


EANWHILE, in those early 
M areas, insular dissension 

lared regularly. In the thir- 
teenth century England was gov- 
erned by one king, Scotland by 
another, and Wales by feudal 
barons nominally upder the Eng- 
lish crown. 

In order to unite the entire is- 
land and set the crowns of Eng- 
land and Scotland on a single 
head, statesmen laid plans for the 
marriage of Margaret, grand- 
daughter of Alexander III of 
Scotland and his heir, to Edward, 
the first Prince of Wales, who 
subsequently became Edward IL. 
Margaret died on her way home 
from Norway, however, thus de- 
laying fulfillment of the scheme 
from 1286 until James VI of Scot- 
land, ‘son of Mary Queen of Scots, 
became James I of England some 
400 years later. 

Many years of warfare to sub- 
due Scotland, which left the north- 
ern land independent but impover- 
ished might have been avoided, 
historians note, had Margaret 
lived, 

Against the wishes of his alter 
ego, the powerful Earl of War- 
wick, young Edward IV of York, 
victor in the War of the Roses, 
married Elizabeth Woodville, 
daughter of the Duchess of Bed- 
ford, thereby touching off a train 
of far-reaching events. 

Edward disregarded the counsels 
of the best men in his court to 
give political and personal prefer- 
ence to his wife’s relatives, who 
were both numerous and clamorous, 
Natural jealousy among the nobles 
made it possible for Richard of 
Gloucester, his crookback brother, 
to seize the throne. Richard’s 
bloody interlude ended with his 
defeat at Bosworth by the Welsh 
Earl of Richmond, who then 
reigned as Henry VII. Accepted 
gratefully by all the people, the 
new house of Tudor initiated the 
greatest of Britain’s royal lines.

olicism to Protestantism in 
England, with the accompanying 
seizure of church-owned lands, the 
dissolution of monasteries, perse- 
cutions and reprisals which con- 
tinued long after Henry and his 
six wives, two of whom he be- 
headed, were dead. 

Every inch a Catholic, and lean- 
ing much more to her ancestral 
Spain than to England, Mary 
Tudor, only surviving child of 
Katharine of Aragon and the first 
queen-regnant, insisted upon mar- 
rying Philip of Spain despite the 
violent disapproval of her subjects. 
To Mary the alliance was highly 
romantic until she learned, 
quickly enough—that to Philip it 
was only a military and political 
expdient, 
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HIS regime reduced England 
r to a vassal of Spain, and para- 

‘lyzed trade with the new 
world, colonization and develop- 
—, of British sea power. Most 
crushing o% all, perhaps, was the 
loss of Calais, cherished port on 
the far side of the channel, which 
had been ceded to England by 
France. 

After the reigns of the thor- 
oughly English and Protestant 
Elizabeth and of James I, under 
whom England and Scotland were 
united, religious conflict broke out 
anew with greater fury in the 
reign of Charles I, who was wed- 
déed to Henrietta Maria of France, 
an ardent Catholic. One result of 
this marriage was e with 
France, but at home traibles mul- 
tiplied. Protestant bitterness in 


Scotland flamed into revolt; the 
Puritan party blossomed; Cava- 
liers and Roundheads joined bat- 
tle; and finally civil war was vis- 
ited upon the country in the years 
1642-46. After a turmoil-ridden 
reign of 24 years, the defeated 
Charles was executed, his widow 
fled to France, and Oliver Crom- 
well took over as Protector, 
Tragedy dogged the marriage of 
Catherine of Braganza, daughter 
of a king of Portugal, to Charles 
II. Diplomats had promised that 
the Princess should have a great 
dowry, Bombay, Tangier and the 
right of free trade for England 
with Brazil and the East Indies. 


After a few short weeks Charles 
grew weary of her and turned to 
a succession of favorites, among 
them the famed Nell Gwynn. 
Eventually there was talk of di- 
vorce, and the Portuguese felt 
outraged at the treatment ac- 
corded their Infanta. After the 
king’s death, Catherine remained 
in England against her will for 
several years, then returned to 
Portugal. 

The marriage of William of 
Orange and Mary, daughter of 
James II, in 1677, changed the 
course of English history, for it 
opened the way for the Dutch 
William to succeed to the crown 
after his wife’s death as the third 
ruler to bear that name. Efforts 
of James II to restore the Roman 
Catholic church in England and 
to make the English monarchy as 
despotic as that of France forced 
him to abdicate and take flight 
across the Channel. 

A convention called to deter- 
mine succession to the throne in- 


clined toward Mary, who refused 
to accept the crown, however, un- 
less it was proferred to her hus- 
band as well. William in turn de- 
clined to reign as a mere king 
consort, Consequently William and 
Mary .were proclaimed majesties 
with equal authority. 

This bloodless revolution—ac- 
complished after William had 
landed from Holland the largest 
army that had landed on English 
shores since the Roman epoch— 
inaugurated a new era in English 
history. Owing their joint ruler- 
ship to Parliament, rather than 
to hereditary succession, William 
and Mary promised to rule with 
Parliament’s advice,.thus ending 
the principle of the divine right 
of kings. 
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RITISH prestige gained im- 

measurably under Queen Vic- 

toria and her consort, the 
German Prince Albert. Imperious 
but extremely popular, Victoria 
appealed to that national chivalry 
which even now prompt Britons to 
say their land is happiest and 
most prosperous in the guiding 
hands of a woman sovereign, Her 
marriage was held up throughout 
the world as something of a royal 
model. And the empire grew 
stronger. 

Around the world, in the uneasy 
year 1936, sped the electrifying 
news that King Edward VIII had 
relinquished his throne for “the 
woman I love,” the American-born 
Mrs. Wallis Simpson. Unprece- 
dented in British history, it was 
feared that Edward's renuncia- 
tion would have grave repercus- 
sions throughout. the empire. 

Despite Edward’s tremendous 
popularity, however, his abdication 
did not impair the unity of the 
commonwealth which readily ac- 
cepted the genial Duke and Duch- 
ess of, York as its new rulers and 
changed the whole line of succes- 
sion to the throne in a twinkling. 
A commoner, daughter of the Earl 
and Countess of Strathmore, and 
Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon before 
her marriage to the then Duke of 
York, Queen Elizabeth has con- 
tributed importantly to the 
strengthening of British unity in 
wartime and afterward. 

The king and queen and the two 
princesses, cheered in the home- 
land and in the dominions, are re- 
garded as something of an ideal 
family, possessing the charm of 
simplicity and exemplifying Brit- 
ish domestic life at its best. 

In such an atmosphere, the 
young Elizabeth, who will cele- 
brate her twenty-first birthday in 
April while on a tour of South 
Africa, has been fitted for queen- 
hood—and for marriage—in tradi- 
tions dear to the Britigh people.

OP-TOPPED, chunky Meyer 
MM tevin, socially conscious Chi- 

cago novelist (“The Old 
Bunch” and “Citizens”’) has left 
for home after six months spent 
filming Palestine’s first feature 
movie. The film, story of a refu- 
gee problem child from Europe, 
which Levin describes as a 
Straight entertainment feature 
without a message, except to show 
graphically Palestine’s “new life,” 
cost a quarter million dollars to 
film. 

The first $100,000 was raised in 
the states and was intended to 
cover the whole cost. But it 
provéd necessary to more than 
double the budget, largely with 
Palestine capital, when the plo- 
neering movie makers discovered 
the Holy Land is also one of the 
most costly places on earth. 
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Movie-making in Palestine 
turned out to be a pretty weird 
experience on the whole, Levin 
admitted wearily as he packed 
his bags and headed for home 
after half a year of 16-hour 
working days. One of the worst 
difficulties was finding actors, 
Except for Levin, Co-producer 
Herbert Klein and two Holly- 
wood technicians, the movie is 
entirely the work of Palestine 
technicians and actors, most of 
whom were either amateurs or 
had no previous experience. 
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IN THE MOVIE, all characters 
speak English. It was considered 
neceSsary to record the sound in 
one of the major languages, since 
Palestine itself has only 39 theaters 
and 600,000 people who would pay 
to see a movie recorded in Hebrew. 
The biggest job was to find a boy 
to play the leading role. 

Once Levin thought he had 
solved that with a 10-year-old 
youngster, whose zeal for acting, 
sensitive face and spindly appear- 
ance seemed ideal for the refugee 
from Hitler’s camps. After long 
and involved negotiations with the 
boy’s family and village elders, he 
got the boy—and then discovered 
he couldn’t look at the camera 
without blinking. 
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THE BOY WHO finally played 
the part proved a great success,

The 22-year-old Pittsburgh book- 
keeper is charged with embezzle- 
ment of more than $16,000 from 
her employer, most of which she 
allegedly gave to a former Italian 
prisoner of war who made her a 
“prisoner” of love, 

It was back in the spring of 
1945 when Miss Vozza began to 
tread the primrosé path to per- 
fidy, She had been working just 
six months with an automobile 
parts company when a girl friend 
invited her to go along to an 
Italian POW camp for a week-end 
visit, 

The camp was at Chambersburg, 
Pa., about 150 miles east of Pitts- 
burgh, and for some time it had 
been harder to break into the 
place than to get into a heavily 
guarded munitions plant. 

But Italy now was a “non- 
belligerent,” not an. “enemy,” and 
camp officials no longer frowned 
at the winsome gal who winked at 
a lonesome guy. . 

Miss Vozza’s friend was going 
to visit a relative at the camp 
and another cousin was driving 
her out. Wouldn’t Miss Vozza like 
to come along? She would, 

Apparently it was love at first 
sight with Miss Vozza when the 
plump brunette laid eyes on Lt. 
Thomas Montagnani, a_ lanky, 
handsome Italian infantry officer, 
who had been captured by the 
Americans in their sweep across 
North Africa. 

It wasn’t long, according to Al- 
leghany County Sheriff Walter C, 
Monaghan, before Miss Vozza 
was making trips to the camp on 
her own hook. Because Miss 
Vozza didn’t have a car, the Sher- 
iff said she induced other girl 
friends who had autos to drive 
her to Chambersburg, and in re- 
turn got them “blind dates” for 
turn got them “blind dates.”

INALLY, the sheriff related,

And so it went, the sheriff said, 
through the summer and fall of 
1945, into the winter, then another 
spring and another summer, As 
the police put it, “just a yeuar- 
round whirl of love, larceny and 
leave.” . | 

Now and then the camp offi- 
cials sponsored roller-skating 
parties at nearby towns at which 
the POWs could free-wheel their 
way into the hearts of the care- 
free girls who loved to play host- 
ess to their alien guests so much 
that veterans’ groups rose up in 
protest. 

But that, said the Sheriff, was 
not for Miss Vozza and her darh- 
haired Romeo, Lt. Montagnani. 
They preferred their own dream 
world. They went to big places 
to do big things in a big way. 
“The American way, yeu know,” 

“She said she spent a lot of 
money on the trips, entertaining 
the Lieutenant,” Monaghan said. 
“Eventually, the situation reached 
the present-giving stage.” 

Just how the lieutenant got 
around to this the police haven't 
been able to find out.

Shortly after she received this 
proof of Lt. Montagnani’s perfidy, 
the law embraced her, One of the 
owners of the auto-parts company 
at which Miss Vozza worked had 
withdrawn some money from a 
savings’ account and the bank 
teller warned him, “This just 
about wipes out your account.”

HE dim twilight of soap opera 


is not everyone's world. It is 

a special world, it would ‘ap- 
pear, built purposely for those per- 
sons whose credulity has no ap- 
parent limits. To the skeptical 
listener with a ready fund of hu- 
mor, the agonies of soap opera of- 
fer neither escape nor amusement, 
For that sort of listener, of whom 
there are a great many, a far 
more rewarding study than soap 
opera is that of the people who 
listen to the darn things, or, as 
someone put it so well, the proper 
study of man is man. 


Soap opera is not so much a 
taste as an _ addiction. Even 
broadcasters will admit that the

Furtwaengler's 


“Acquittal”’

R. WILHELM FURTWAENG- 

R, Germany’s most famous 
--tiving conductor, has been 
acquitted by pro-Nazi sympathies 
by a German tribunal set up in 
Berlin to determine such matters. 
If the Allied Command ratifies 
this judgment, Dr. Furtwaengler 
will be free to resume his career, 
at least in Germany and perhaps 
elsewhere if he should be invited. 


No American impresario, how- 
ever, is likely to be so foolhardy 
as to offer him an engagement in 
this country. For actually, as the 
evidence adduced at the trial 
plainly shows, the case against 
Furtwaengler remains pretty 
much what it always was. Furt- 
Wwaengler was never a convinced 
Nazi and it seems probable that 
he was wholly out of sympathy 
with the injection of anti-Semitic 
barbarism into artistic matters. 
He befriended Jewish musicians, 
he declined to conduct concerts 
in occupied territories and finally 
the whole atmosphere of the 
homeland became so painful—or 
perhaps too risky since Allied 
bombs were beginning to fall— 
eee he took refuge in Switzer- 

nd, 


But though he disliked Nazi 
control, he nevertheless endured 
it and to the extent of accepting 
an official position within the 
Nazi musical hierarchy. More- 
over, Furtwaengler’s own words, 
as well as his general attitude on 
the witness stand, indicated clear- 
ly that he had not been untouched 
by Nazi psychology and was cap- 
able of adopting a typical Nazi 
procedure when his own interests 
were concerned, 
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THROUGHOUT THE TRIAL he 
referred to Hitler as “Der 
Fuehrer” and had to be rebuked 
for employing Hitlerian terminol- 
ogy in referring to the Weimar 
Republic. And, in particular, it 
was shown that he had attempted 
to bring state punishment upon a 
critic who, in praising another 
conductor, had written that “fifty 
year old conductors” could learn 
something from this younger mu- 
sician. 

According to a special article in 
the New York Times, it was never 
proved that the subsequent draft- 
ing into the army of the offending 
critic had been the direct result 
of Furtwaengler’s attempt to have 
him punished. Furtwaengler ad- 
- mitted, however, after several de- 
nials, that he did make the at- 
tempt. It was also shown that 
Furtwaengler had brought up for 
serious consideration the question 
of. abolishing music criticism al- 
together. To make the record clear 
it must be added that he finally 
decided that it should be allowed 
to exist and that, of course, re- 
ferred only to criticism within the 
framework of Nazi thinking. 
Naturally no critic would have 
been permitted to demand the re- 
instatement of Mendelssohn's 
music.

WHAT SEEMS abundantly clear 
is that Furtwaengler allowed him- 
self to profit by the Nazi regime 
when he might have pursued his 
career elsewhere in the world— 
like Thomas Mann—or gone into 
retirement. If he did all this 
against his conscience, it doesn’t 
palliate the offense; it makes it 
all the worse. It appears 
more probable that the Herr Dok- 
tor’s conscience is a very accomo- 
dating instrument, capable of 
gradual adjustment to any set of 
conditions. Certainly one is justi- 
fied in assuming that if Hitler had 
conquered Europe, Dr. Furtwaeng- 
ler would have risen to even 
greater eminence and would have 
accepted the situation with gradu- 
ally diminishing reservations. 


To apply a non-artistic standard 
in judging an artist is objection- 
able to any free-thinking person. 
For that reason many Americans 
may feel that a general amnesty 
should be applied to all German 
artists including Furtwaengler. 
They may add that withholding 
support from an artist because of 
his political beliefs or associations 
ig a dangerous practice whose 
harmful results can not be fore- 
told.

THE LOGICAL reply, to this 
reasoning is that it was the Nazi 
regime which elevated this prac- 
tice to a state policy. It was the 
Nazi regime which destroyed the 
careers and the lives of musicians 
for reasons of race or ideological 
inclination. To make payment in 
kind to those who have been af- 
fected by that kind of thinking 
is not being vengeful and it is 
something more than mere poetic 
justice. It is a simple assertion 
that these persons have no right 
to the tolerance that should exist 
in a free society since they, them- 
selves, actively or passively, gave 
moral sanction to the extinction 
of artistic freedom. 


Fortunately the United States 
has no pressing need of Dr. Furt- 
waengler. There are 10 conductors 
for every post. Some of them 
could be better; many of them 
will be, particularly the young 
American conductors who are tak- 
ing to their professions with great 
confidence now that the foreign 
label is less necessary for prefer- 
ment. 

The same may be said for 
Walter Gieseking, the pianist, and 
the obnoxious, one-time Fasicistic 
tenor, Beniamino Gigli. In the 
latter's case the enactment of 
simple justice will also bring a 
glow of relief and pleasure to 
many. They are the ones who 
have heard him torture “Rodolfo’s 
Narrative.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 4. 

HE revival of “Burlesque” is more effective in the performance 

department than the original production. I am glad to be able 

to say so because I haven't been able to say much about various 
other revivals this season and because I am getting a little wobbly 
from complaints that I seem to be living so far in the past that in 
all likelihood I even prefer tin bathtubs. 

Be that as it may, it nevertheless seems to your venerable ama-

IF THE BURLESQUE ELEMENT had been more knowledgeably | 
and expertly treated, the play would be much more interesting, since 
so far as I know we haven't had one faithfully portraying the people 
of that gala American art. To note the difference between the bur- 
lesque atmosphere of the Messrs. Watters and Hopkins and the 
genuine article, all one has to do is to sniff it as Gypsy Rose Lee 
distilled it in her novel of several years ago or as Prof. Bernard Sobel 
hag detailed it in his history of the late lamented institution. The 
present play, which furthermore is badly dated, only faintly suggests 
it. So faintly, indeed, that if Bozo Snyder, Sliding Billy Watson, Al

Although practically all the 
republics are eager to take Ameri- 
can equipment, if the program is 
delayed they may lose interest and 
look to Europe, these officers say. 

War Department authorities, 
however, expect Congress to act 
quickly on the plan, proposed last 
session by President Truman.

The plan would permit the 
United States to establish stan- 
dard patterns for weapons, train- 
ing and planning of land, sea and 
air forces to act as a wartime 
unit. | 

Reaction in Latin America gen- 
erally was favorable, but Com- 
munist elements in several coun- 
tries protested that it would make 
the Latin Americans dependent 
on the United States for military 
equipment. 

United States military authori-

. sians to send military missions to 


some Latin American countries— 
probably at least to Brazil, Chile 
and Argentina, 


Canadian query — When the 
Canadiah parliament opens Jan. 
30, members are expected to ask 
the government some pointed 
questions about negotiations with 
the United States on proposed 
integration of defense equipment, 
training methods and strategy.

Executive 
Council, of which Lewis is a mem- 
ber, opens a 10-dey meeting in| 
Miami. It will consider what to 
do about moves in Congress to 


curb strikes and other union ac- 
tivities. 


France D France is ex- 
pected to dissent and Russia to 
agree to various recommendations 
for the future handling of Ger- 
many which the Allied control 
directorates will place before the 
Foreign Ministers’ Council in 
Moscow in March.

ORNED BEEF HASH is an American invention. Properly 
prepared and well seasoned it is one of the tastiest dishes 
in the American gustatory tradition. Clarence LaCroix, 

chef at Hotel Claridge, follows his own recipe. Contrary to 
the school of individual patty molders, he prefers a thick, 
skillet-sized cake. Each portion is topped with a poached 
egg before serving. 

Corned beef hash for six requires two pounds cooked ground 
corned beef, one-and-one-fourth pounds cooked diced potatoes, 
enough chopped onion to make one cup, two green peppers and 
two peeled tomatoes chopped fine, two ribs of celery and one 
clove garlic diced fine, one tablespoon Worcestershire sauce, 
one .tablespoon minced parsley, and salt and pepper to taste. 

Freshly cooked or canned corned beef may be used. The 
amount of onion may be reduced gr increased. Eggs are 

ched in boiling water to which one tablespoon vinegar has 

n added to keep eggs whole. Drippings or poultry fat may 
be used to saute vegetables.
